Lontana  Governor  Marc  Racicot  is 
asking  Montanans  to  nominate  qualified 
persons  for  membership  on  three  Resource 
Advisory  Councils  being  established  by 
the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  (BLM)  to 
help  set  BLM  land  policy  in  Montana. 


"It  is  imperative  we  attract  experienced 
and  committed  Montanans  to  serve  on 
these  Resource  Advisory  Councils. 
Management  of  public  lands  greatly 
impacts  our  economy  and  quality  of  life  in 
Montana,  and  I'm  expecting  these 
Resource  Advisory  Councils  will  greatly 
impact  the  BLM."

Each  council  will  consist  of  15 
members  and  will  represent  one  of  three 
areas  in  Montana  (see  map).  These 
councils  will  replace  and  extend  the 
functions  of  the  District  Grazing  Advisory 
Boards  and  District  Multiple  Use  Councils 
that  have  provided  interested  parties  a 
chance  to  participate  in  BLM  decisions. 


The  council  members  will  consist  of 
Montana  residents,  with  balanced 
representation  among  these  three 
categories: 

•  Grazing,  mining,  timber,  off-road 
vehicle,  and  developed  recreation 
interests 

%/  Environmental  groups, 

archaeological  and  historical 
interest  groups,  and  wild  horse 
advocates 

•  Local  governments,  Indian  tribes, 
and  the  public  at  large 

THE  ROLE  OF  THE 
COUNCILS 

X  he  councils  will  provide  an 
opportunity  for  public  participation  in 
land  management  decisions  at  the  BLM 
district  level.  The  councils'  goals  are  to 
encourage  coordination  and  cooperation 
among  agencies,  grazing  permittees,  and 
other  interest  groups. 


Members  of  the  councils  will  attempt 
to  reach  consensus  on  recommendations 
and  advise  the  BLM  on  a  wide  range  of 
topics,  including: 

•  Preparation  and  implementation  of 
land  use  plans,  other  long-range 
plans,  and  resource  management 
priorities 

•  Formulation  of  operating 
standards  and  guidelines  for 
grazing  management  and  other 
resource  uses 

•  Development  of  plans  for  range 
improvement  programs 

Council  members  will  be  expected  to 
attend  natural  resource  training  sessions. 
They  will  meet  at  least  twice  a  year,  and 
district  managers  may  request  more 
frequent  council  meetings,  if  necessary. 
Members  will  be  reimbursed  for  expenses 
incurred  in  travel  and  attendance  at 
training  sessions  and  regular  meetings.

An  order  to  qualify  for  consideration 
as  a  council  member,  nominees  must  have 
appropriate  education  or  experience  to 
represent  one  or  more  of  the  interest 
groups  mentioned  and  be  familiar  with 
the  geographical  area  the  council  serves. 
SJominees  must  be  Montana  residents 
willing  to  collaborate  with  representatives 
jf  other  interest  groups  to  seek  consensus 
n  land  management  questions. 

GET  THOSE 
NOMINATIONS  IN 
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omination  letters  should  state  the 
qualifications  of  the  nominee  and  specify 
the  council  on  which  the  nominee  would 
serve.  Individuals  can  nominate 
themselves  but  should  send  letters  of 
reference  from  interests  or  organizations 
they  wish  to  represent.  Nominations  will 
be  accepted  until  June  23, 1995.
